LOST PROPERTY OFFICE. 


An Institution of Great Benefit to 


Thoughtless Persons. ~ 
- 


A Place Whither Are Brought the Fiot- 


sam and Jeteam of London and Its 
Saburbs — Queer Articies Found in 
Cabs, Cars and Omnibuses. 


The majority of articles left by their own- 
ers in public carriages consists of such 
things as umbrellas, sticks, hand-bags, 
wraps, cigar cases and opera and field 
giasses. It is easy to understand, says the 
London Times, how such smali items of 
personal impedimenta as these may be left 
behind, especially after dark, for although 
some of the better class of hansoms now 
carry inside lamps this luxury has not yet 
been extended t» the greater proportion of 
them or to any of the four-wheeled cabs. 
But it is astonishing to find what a number 
of really valuable properties have been left 
in cabs during the last few years. The fol. 
lowing is a list of some of the principa) 
ones, with the values on which the rewards 
to the drivers were based: A bagof jew- 
elry, vaiued at £1,500, and another at 
£1,000; a case containing £1.000in Bank of 
England notes; a diamond necklet, value 
£1,000; a diamond tiara worth £850; several 
packets of bonds valued at £3,000, £1,500 and 
£1,000 respectively; silver plate weigh- 
ing 1,084 ounces, valued at £2340; a 
parcel of bank notes for £830, and 
numerous other items of the same 
nature, but rather less valuable. 
course ali the articles and properties just 
named were claimed by the owners, the

found receiving pecuniary rewards; but, 
although it can not be said that the sums 


paid them were inadequate, they certainly | 


can not be considered excessive. Thus, for 
the diamond tiara, valued at £850, the re- 
ward was £35. In cases, however, where 
bank notes or bags of gold are deposited 


the sums awarded are properly based upon | 
| their moccasins to toe in instead of out;

a considerably higher scale. 

The most valuable deposit was made some 
few years ago, when a thoughtless clerk, 
belonging to a bank situated not a hundred 
yards from Scotland Yard, left notes and 
securities amounting to several thousand 
pounds in acab that he discharged at the 
door of the bank. Within two minutes of 
being paid his fare the driver had deposited 
them in the Lost Property Office. It is a 
nice point in ethics whether, as the cab-man 
Knew to whom the property belonged, he 
was justified in taking it to the Lost Prop- 
erty Department. Self-interest, however, 
and a literal interpretation of the statute on 
the subject outweighed any conscientious 
scruples the cab-driver may have had on 
that score, and the result to him, at all 
events, was satisfactory, as he received a 
reward sufficiently large to enabie him to 
start as a small cab proprietor with a couple 
of horses and a ‘‘hansom”’ cab. 

lt may seem a strange assertion to make, 
but itis nevertteless true, that the owners 
of some of the articles found in cabs have 
been by no means anxious to claim them. 
Indeed, some of their misfortunes in life 
have been directly traceable to a momenta- 
ry forgetfalness on their part when leav- 
ing one of those useful vehicles. Stowed 
away in the pigeon-holes of the Metropoli- 
tan Police Department are to be found doc- 
uments and letters which, being taken to 
the Lost Property Office, gave a timely 
warning to the poiice of some mtended 
fraud or outrage, cleared up a doubtful 
clew, or possibly led to the arrest of a 
swindler who had long been preying upon 
the credulity of the public, If ramor is to be 
believed, even some police officers them- 
selves have not the pleasantest recollections 


of some unfortunate lapses of memory | 


which were the means of bringing to light 
papers (left by them in cabs) that were 
never intended for thé eyes of their official 
superiors. The Lost Property Office, too, 
has been the scené of many an unfortunate 
reconter.

cer of the Lost Property Department his | 


various wanderings the night before in a 
hansom cab in which he had left his cigar- 
case, discovered at his elbow an affection- 
ate parent, of whom he had taken fare- 
well en route to Oxford the previous day, 
bent on a somewhat similar inguiry aftera 
favorite umbrella. More than one matri- 
monial jar, too, has been traceable to the 
unexpected meeting at Scotland Yard of 
husband and wife, intent on the recovery 
of property lost on journeys in which their 
mutual interests were by no means con- 
cerned. For such misfortunes as these, 
however, the department is not respon- 
sible. 

Few people can have any idea of the im- 
mense amount of trouble the Lost Property 
Uffice takes to retrieve for the inhabitants 
and visitors of the metropolis losses that 
theirown carelessness has brought upon 


them. Itis certainly not the fault of this 


useful department that no owners can be 
found for nearly half the articies deposited 
with it. Every publicity is given by adver- 
tising them in the daily papers, and notices 
of properties found are sent to occupiers of 
houses, managers of hotels and theaters, in 
al) cases in which the driver gives the num- 
ber of the house, hote., etc., whence he was 
hired. Weekly advices are now sent to the 
Lost Luggage Departmentof the Railway 
Clearing-House in Drummond street, Euston 
square, of articles found in cabs when they 
have taken up or set down their ‘fares’’ at 
railway stations. These advices are very 
useful aids to the recovery of lost property, 
as claims are frequently made on the rail- 
way companies for articles which are sub- 
sequently found to have been left in cabs.

As California owns them, and 
also owns whatever is of value in the 
State, why not go to California for 
sucvor and ask to be attached to the 
great vommonwealth that is able to 
take eare of them. 


The Times says: “The an- 
answer to this question is that 
the powers that rule Nevada 
would not give up two seats in the 
Senate, and California does not de- 
sire to enlarge her domain. The 
returns of Nevada’s vote show how 
small a population suffices to fill 
those sexts and also mark the decay 
of the Commonwealth. In 1876 
there were cast 19,691 votes; in 
1880 the number was 1 - in 1884 
it fell to 12,771, and at the last Na- 
tional election it was only 12,596.) his 
The population has fallen from 62,- 
266 in 1880 to a little mere than 
40,000 at present.

Maybrick Murder Case. 

New York, August 9.—A cable spe- 
cial from Londun says: “ In addition 
to the memorial to the Government in 
behalf of Mrs. Maybrick, signed by 
most of the barristers and solicitors of 
the Liverpool circuit and the petition 
circulated gmony the merchants and 
brokers, Parliament itself has taken 
up the cause of the condemned woman. 
A number of members of the House of 
Commons have decided to make a 
combined appeal to the Home Office 
for areprieve. Their action 1s based 
not only on the confusion in the med- 


ical testimony taken, but also in the 
peculiar behavior of the Judge, which 
has excited a ferment of indignation 
throughout the country. 

“The foreman of the jury has been 
interviewed, and he showed himself 
by his answere and comments on the 
case to be possessed of only a confused 
notion of the evidence which had been 
presented in the court. He admitted 
that he would not be sorry if a reprieve 
were granted, notwithstanding his 
voice was in favor of the verdict of 
murder. The general impression left 
by the interview is that the jurors al- 
lowed themselves to be swayed and 
biased by the one-sided summing up 
of the Judge, and gave a hasty verdict 
without giving the case and evidence 
any personal consideration.”’ 

Regarding the chances of inter- 
ference with the sentence on the part 
of the Home Secretary, Mr. Macklin 
said: ‘!They have a curious law in 
England providing that where an ad- 
verse devision is rendered in any but a 
murder case an appeal can be taken to 
a higher court, and from that to the 
House of Lords, but when the case is 
murder the decision rendered by the 
jury is final, and cases where a judge’s 
sentence has been overruled by the 
Home Secretary are very rare, indeed. 
Still | hope we can do something.”’
